DIRECTIONS  FOR  ADMINISTERING  AND  SCORING 


MEASUREMENT  OF  ABILITY  IN  FOREIGN 
LANGUAGE 

Ability  and  progress  in  a foreign  language 
are  indicated  most  evidently  by  (1)  scope  and 
accuracy  of  vocabulary;  (2)  ability  to  under- 
stand connected  discourse,  or  rate  and  ac- 
curacy of  translation  from  a foreign  language 
to  the  mother  tongue,  or  from  the  mother 
tongue  to  the  foreign  language;  (3)  knowl- 
edge of  grammar.  Each  or  all  of  these  abili- 
ties are  available  for  purposes  of  measurement 
and  are  capable  of  measurement.  The  es- 
sential problem  in  the  construction  of  satis- 
factory tests  lies  in  the  selection  of  the  words 
to  be  used. 

DERIVATION  AND  SCALING  OF  A STANDARD 
VOCABULARY 

For  the  purpose  of  securing  a vocabulary 
that  would  contain  only  such  words  as  the 
pupil  has  come  in  contact  with  and  might 
reasonably  be  expected  to  know,  a tabulation 
was  made  of  all  the  different  words  occurring 
in  thirteen  recent  or  widely  used  beginners’ 
books,  Caesar,  Cicero,  and  Vergil.  The  239 
words  common  to  all  the  books  were  given  a 
thorough  try-out,  and  a scale  value  or  weight 
was  determined  for  each  word.1  The  scale 
values  were  obtained  by  locating  each  word 
on  the  base  line  of  a normal  surface  of  fre- 
quency in  terms  of  the  probable  error  equiva- 
lents of  the  percentage  of  times  it  was  cor- 
rectly translated.  The  arbitrarily  assumed 
zero  point  of  ability  is  the  position  of  a word 
so  easy  as  to  be  missed  by  but  five  out  of 
1000  first-year  pupils.  A word  so  difficult 
as  to  be  translated  correctly  by  but  five  out 
of  1000  pupils  would  have  a scale  value  of  7.6.

VOCABULARY  TESTS 

The  vocabulary  tests  of  Tests  I to  4,  of 
equal  difficulty  and  each  consisting  of  fifty 
words,  were  derived  and  standardized.  The 
values  which  appear  on  the  test  blanks  to 
the  left  of  each  word  represent  the  weights 
to  be  given  for  a correct  translation.  For 
example,  in  the  vocabulary  of  Test  I,  a 
correct  translation  of  dies  would  count  1.5 
toward  a perfect  score  of  106.6. 

The  vocabulary  of  Test  X represents  a 
selection  of  words  having  approximately  the 
same  scale  values,  which  may  therefore  be 
disregarded  in  scoring  and  each  word  be 
given  the  same  weight.  These  words  de- 
crease progressively  by  fairly  uniform  steps 
from  the  first  to  the  fourth  years.  The  test 
is  designed  for  use  in  school  surveys. 

SENTENCE  TESTS 

Ten  sentence  tests  of  approximately  equal 
difficulty,  each  consisting  of  ten  sentences — 
except  Test  X,  which  contains  twelve — were 
constructed  and  scaled  in  the  same  way  as 
the  vocabularies.  The  sentences  contain  no 
words  not  found  in  the  standard  vocabulary. 
They  were  constructed  or  selected  to  incor- 
porate a considerable  variety  of  grammatical 
construction.  These  revised  sentence  tests, 
of  which  four  are  now  issued,  replace  Tests  I, 
II,  and  III  issued  in  1917. 

DIRECTIONS  FOR  GIVING  AND  SCORING  THE 
TESTS 

(1)  After  test  blanks  are  distributed,  the 
instructions  are  simply:  “Write  after  each 
word  or  sentence  in  the  blank  the  English 
equivalent  or  translation.’’  The  tests  are 
not  speed  tests,  but  a time  allowance  of  8 
minutes  for  the  vocabulary  tests  and  12 
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minutes  for  the  sentence  tests  is  ample,  and 
has  been  commonly  employed. 

(2)  Instructions  for  scoring  the  vocabulary 
tests  are  these:  Score  each  word  as  right  or 
wrong,  any  translation  given  in  a standard 
Latin  dictionary  being  granted  full  weight. 
Cross  out  the  scale  values  corresponding  to 
words  that,  are  wrong.  The  sum  of  the  scale 
values  for  the  words  correctly  translated  is 
the  pupil’s  score.  The  score  may  also  be 


represented  by  counting  the  number  right  or 
the  per  cents  right. 

(3)  In  the  sentence  tests  score  each  sen- 
tence as  either  right  or  wrong  without  at- 
tempting to  give  partial  credits.  Cross  out 
the  scale  values  corresponding  to  sentences 
that  are  wrong.  The  pupil’s  score  is  deter- 
mined, as  in  the  vocabulary  tests,  by  the  sum 
of  the  scale  values,  by  the  number  right,  or 
by  the  per  cents  right.
